Sustained at first by assumptions, 
prophecies and speculations, it has been 
condemned and exposed by a fair trial. 
Originally false in theory, it has been 
equally infamous in its results. Had it 
not been for the patriotism, wisdom and 
humanity of the people of other Nations, 
this economic devil fish would have fat 
tened its tentacles upon all Nations, and 
dragged the whole world into its pool. 
It has reduced to degradation and misery 
the wage-earnert of the greatest com- 
mercial Nation on the glebe, and bound 
them to a condition of servitude in some 
respects worse than chattel slaves. 
Adopted at a time when the most magni- 
flcient results had been tested through 
Protection, it has arrested industrial 
growth, and aent the Nation on tbe road 
to ruin.

Instead of under- 
mining and destroying foreign rivals it 
baa forced them as a means of self-de- 
fence to build up industrial systems 
which have arisen to menace and cripple 
their wouM-be destroyer. The greed and 
avarice upon which the whole fabric was 
reared are meeting their Juat retribution, 
yet tbe innocent are suffsrlog with tbe 
guilty. Falling te monopolize tbe mar 
keta of the world it Is now powerless te 
defend markets at home.

Men, 
as well as women, ore opposed to this 
I>oliey. But women know more than the 
men do about the relation of money to 
goods, and. If It be possible, they 
less likely to be deceived by Mr. Br }1 
misty rhetoric. 

The orator admitted in his Minne- 
apolis speech that he proposes to i 
prices. He showed how wheat would 
rise in price If the supply were cut in 
two while the demand for it remained 
the same. He went on to say that aa 
the owners of wheat would be glad to 
see wheat go up, "so the people who own 
the money, or who own contracts paya- 
ble In dollars, profit by the rise, and 
they are glad of the rise." Precisely; 
but who is it thnt owns money or 'con- 
tracts payable In dollars?" Every man 
who works for wages in the United 
States. Speaking broadly, it may be 
said that, while comparatively few peo- 
ple own wheat, we all own money, and 
so we are all Interested in having that 
money possess the largest purchasing 
power. And aa for contracts payable 
In dollars, every man in thiB couutry 

ho works with his hands or his bralnB 
—that Is, every producer— Is the owner 
of su-h a contract. It is these contracts 
which Mr. Bryan is going to Impair and 
repudiate. They are now payable In 
gold, or money as good as gold. Mr. 
Bryan would pay them In SO-eent sll- 
dollara, because the dollar* In which 
they are now paid buy too much. It 
will be strange. Indeed, If the women of 
this country are Impressed with snch

The Cordage Trade Journal of Oc- 
tober 1 discusses a part of the Chicago 

platform which aaa not thus far re- 
ceived the attention which it merits— 
that part which proposes to take away 
the right of private contract. The Jour- 
nal saya that "no industry of any aiae 
eon exist without the use of contracts, 
sgreements for the purchase, sale, de- 
livery of aud payment for goods. It is 
hardly necessary to point out what this 
means In the cordage business." 

It then explains how rope manufac- 
turers make contracts with brokers, 
and brokers with foreign growers of 
manilla, or sisal, for their raw mate- 
rials. Having made these contracts, 
they are In a position to moke contracts 
with large Jobbers and rope dealers. 
Continuing, the Journal says: 

"Contract* are necessary to the 
cessful transaction of business upon 
any scale above that of the very small 
retail trade, where goods and money 
pass between buyer and seller simulta- 
neously. Mr. Bryan would, if presi- 
dent, give his approval to laws which 
would prohibit business men from 
specifying what they Bhnll sell g 
for or what they sha.ll pay for goods, 
thus Beriously restricting the right of 
contract . His first nomi nation— In Chl- 
cogo— was based upon hisocceptanceof 
a platform which contained the follow- 
ing plank: 

" 'W- demand that the standard silver 
dollar shall be a full legal tender, equally 
good with gold, for all d. bts. public and 
private, and we favor such leglslatu 
will prevent for the future the deme 
satton of any kind of legal tender m 
by private contract.'

Wage earners ahould not gamble with 
their wages. Certainly they should not 
do so when the dice are loaded against 
them, and it is a ease of "heads I wim 
and tails you lose." Ha can win nothing, 
but map lose much, if he gambles with 
the sliver mine owners and takes tips 
from the free silver politicians. 

No sllverite claims that free coinage 
would raise actual wagea. The most 
they say is that the wage-earner would 
not lose much In the purchasing power 
of his wagea and that he would be likely 
to have steadier work when ths "more 
money" period is reached.

$1.C9 an ounce In gold, the wage-earner 
would neither lose nor gain by free 
coinage. If, as is certain, the price does 
not rise but little or not at all, then the 
wage earner has lost half of his wagea 
until ho can by threats and strikes in- 
duce his employer to raise wages. His 
own and his family's food, shelter and 
clothing are at stoke. He gambles < 
them when there is nothing to be i 
but probably poverty end starvation if 
he loses.

not an ordinary experiment which can 
be safely tried to-day and abandoned 
to-morrow If found injurious, becnuse 
the Immediate consequences of such a 
step would be so far-reaching aud so 
enduring that they would continue to 
be felt for years after the policy had 
been reversed.

London, Nov. 8.— The Dally News 
Tuesday publishes a letter from an 
English merchant in the Philippine 
islands that was diapatched to London 
on September SO. The writer alleges 
that horrible atrocities hove been per- 
petrated by both the rebels and the 
Spaniards, but more especially by 
the latter, who torture their prisoners, 
particularly when thoy are prominent 
men, with a view of forcing them to 
confess complicity In the rebellion. 
Be declares that in some cases prison- 
era' hands have been nailed to walla, 
while in others thumbscrews have 
been used. A hundred prisoners 
were thrown in one ulght into 
a dungeon in the fortross at Manila, 
where there was hardly room for 30. 
The place was worse than the black 
hole of Calcutta. The poor wretches 
b up to their knees in tllth.v. putrid 
mud. Fifty-nine of them died during 
the night A reign of terror exists in 
Manila and elsewhere in the islands. 
Wholesale arrests are made daily of 
Innocent and guilty persons. 

The writer adds that the rebellion is 
due solely to the rotton and corrupt 
administration of the Spaniards, which 
the natives were unable to endure any 
longer. The outlook is of the blackest 
description and business is at a com- 
plete standstill. 

The writer was compelled to leave 
his estate, the government refusing to 
guarantee his safety there.
